INTRODUCTION 

Islam disposes the life of the world towards the path directing to the Hereafter. 
So that all the steps and breaths of life are parts of the unity of 'ibadah (worship) towards 
Allah M. The separation of life and the affairs of the world from the totality of ibadah 
and the search for value before Allah is the beginning of disaster within the lives of 
'mankind'. 

Because of Allah's quality of mercy towards 'mankind', so He bestows all 
manner and means of livelihood to all of His creations without differentiating between 
those who are obedient and those who are dissenters. By means of the embodiment of His 
quality of mercy, He sent the Prophets and the Messengers who bore with them guidance 
and tangible proof, in order to maintain continuity and purity of purpose for a way of life 
away from fraud and deception. Then He bestowed guidance upon those of His chosen 
servants, and shut the door upon those servants who chose digression from the experience 
of His quality of mercy. Then He perfected His blessings and mercy by sending 
KhatamAn-NabTyi 'n - the Seal of the Prophets - Muhammad ig. He #j was sent bearing 
Al Quran as well as providing clear examples of his deeds within (the implementation 
of) life. From there is obtained the entire picture, complete and perfect as to how the 
Messenger of Allah H established and maintained the Deen of Allah - Islam - from the 
point of departure until the peak of perfection, and it was followed by the Khulafa ' ar 
RashJdTn al MahdTyTn - the Righteously Guided Caliphs. 

Allah has already patternized a number of principal stipulations for the life of 
'mankind'. Firstly, the life of 'mankind' is only for the worship of Him - Allah. The 
consequences of all worldly possessions, time, strength and thought must be based upon 
the way of ibadah towards Allah. Secondly, the existence of 'mankind' upon the earth is 
as caliph, to assume the duties of administration and prosperity of the earth by following 
the shari'ah of Allah; to prevent, fight against and combat all deeds and actions that 
destroy the earth as a result of carrying out and enacting laws for life outside of the pale 
of the shari'ah of Allah. Thirdly, life on earth is for 'mankind' a test in order to sort out 
who amongst 'mankind' is the best in their good deeds. Now, those good deeds need to 
fulfill two requisites, that is, sincerity for the sake of Allah (alone) and in the manner that 
follows the sunnah of the Messenger of Allah |j. Fourthly, that the Prophets were sent by 
Allah to uphold the Deen. Upholding the Deen means, according to the mufassirln 
(commentators, interpreters) is the Deen of Tauhid, that is, the Deen of Islam in all of its 
aspects, which according to Abdullah bin Umar 4» in his explanation of Surah Al 
Fatihah covers c aqTdah, ibadah and manhajul hayah (creed, worship and the way of 
life). 
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The adherence to the life of the world by means of the wholeness of ibadah 
towards Allah, was practiced in its entirety by the Messenger of Allah jg and the Khulafa' 
ar RashTdTn al MahdTyTn, as well as by the other sahabat (companions), and followed by 
the subsequent generations, even though the quality of its practice experienced ups and 
downs until the collapse of the UthmanTyah Khilafah - Uthmaniyah Caliphate - in 1924. 
Since then, the movement for the awakening of the Islamic community in order to re- 
establish the Khilafah IslamTyah - Islamic Caliphate - has appeared everywhere with 
differing righteous struggles. Because of that, the presence of a number of Jama 'at minal 
MuslimTn - groups from the Muslims - is as the result of that clear objective reality. 

So from that, Al Jama ah Al IslamTyah - which is one jama ah minal muslimin, 
was born and stands upright in the fields of da'wah and jihad fl sabllillah together with a 
number of other Jama' at minal muslimin - stands within a framework of maintain and 
guarding its course upon the principles of Islam, and so Al Jama ah Al IslamTyah has 
compiled General Guidelines for the Struggle. 

General Guidelines for the Struggle forms a general objective that is able to 
provide a systematic overview for the motional steps of a jama'ah that integrates careful, 
objective and standardized principles and operational measures. 

The General Guidelines for the Struggle consists of: 

1. Usulul Manhaj al HarakI li Iqamatid-Deen, 

2. Al Manhaj al HarakI li Iqamatid-Deen, 

3. Al Manhaj Al 'Amaliy, and 

4. An-Nizam Al Asasiy. 

What is meant by Usulul Manhaj al HarakT li Iqamatid-Deen (The 
Methodological Principles of the Movement for the Establishment of the Deen) is (those) 
ten principles that are compiled to form one whole, upon which all of the conceived 
methods must be based on. What is meant by Al Manhaj al HarakT li Iqamatid-Deen (The 
Methodology of the Movement for the Establishment of the Deen) is the program 
elements based upon Usulul Manhaj al HarakT li Iqamatid-Deen, and orderly compiled 
upon systematic phases. What is meant by Al Manhaj Al 'Amaliy (Methodological 
Management) is a set of regulations structured in order to construct orderliness and 
regulation within the jama'ah. 

Finally, with the orderliness and conceptual regulation of this struggle, Al 
Jama'ah Al IslamTyah is determined to follow in the noble footsteps to assemble, 
mobilize and develop strength for the honor of Islam and the Muslims, and the return of 
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the establishment of the Khilafah 'aid Minhajin-Nubuwah - Caliphate in the Manner of 
the Prophethood - and the sovereignty of the shari'ah of Allah §s throughout all corners 
of the earth.

II. Basic Considerations

2. Al Manhaj Al Amaliy will 'hopefully be intended' to be fixed for a 
specified period of time. It is anticipated that unexpected events will not 
change or damage Al Manhaj Al Amaliy. 

3. Al Manhaj Al 'Amaliy will always be between necessity and possibility. 
Necessity carries the meaning of obligation towards Al Manhaj Al Amaliy. 
Possibility means: - Possible (can possibly be undertaken) 

Probable (capable) 

Preferable (advantageous or not) 
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III. Scope: 



1. Al Manhaj Al Amaliy encompasses two issues: 

a. Operational strata 

b. Organizational structure 

2. Operational strata and organizational structure possess a very close 
reciprocal relationship. This implies that the established organizational 
structure is expected to be capable of controlling a well-established 
operational strata. And, it is intended that the operational strata be in 
accordance with the capabilities of the organization. 



IV. Operational Strata

Elements of Strength (quantity): 

Physical: (mobility, use of weaponry, physical endurance). 

Non-physical: (conviction, thinking, knowledge, 

management). 

Plan: the stated operation must be planned and follow the plan 

without removing initiative, 
iv. Directed: a certain network operating beneath the control of an

These operations include Diklat, personal development and Territorial 

development. 

These operations are carried out both before, during and after the

Diklat section staff are given full authorization in terms of meaning a 
controllable decentralization within the management or execution of 
Diklat by always observing Usulul Manhaj, Al Manhaj Al HarakT and 
Al Manhaj Al Amaliy. 

c. The curriculum is always analyzed and evaluated so that it is in 
accordance with the already intended features and purposes. 

d. The number of Diklat participants is determined on the basis of the 
amount of concrete operations and future estimates.

NAME, IDENTITY AND LOCATION 

Section 1 

This jama'ah is called "Al Jama'ah Al IslamTyah". 

Section 2 

1. This jama'ah constitutes "Jama'atun Minal MuslimTn" (A jama'ah from and of the 
Muslims). 

2. This jama'ah is world-wide. 

Section 3 

The central position of the jama'ah is at a certain place that fulfills the terms. 

CHAPTER II 

PRINCIPLES, OBJECTIVES AND THE PATH OF THE 

STRUGGLE 

Section 4 

1. This jama'ah is based upon Al Quran and As-Sunnah in accordance with the 
understanding of As-Salafus-Salih (the Pious Predecessors). 

2. The objective of this jama'ah's struggle is to realize the establishment of Daulah 
IslamTyah (Islamic State) as the basis for the formation of the return of Khilafah ala 
Minhajin-Nubuwah. 

Section 5 

In order to achieve the objective, the jama'ah's path is: da'wah, tarblyah, amr biT ma'ruf 
wa nahl an il munkar (enjoining what is righteous and forbidding what is evil), hijrah, 
and jihad ft sabllillah. 
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CHAPTER III 

TANZIM 

(ORGANIZATION) 

Section 6 

1. The jama'ah is lead by an Amir. 

2. Within the implementation of his duties, the Amir is assisted by Majalis Qiyadah 
(Command [leadership] councils), Majlis Shura (Consultative council), Majlis Fatwa 
(Legislative council) and Majlis Hisbah (Decision council). 

3. The Majalis Qiyadah consists of: Majlis Qiyadah MarkazTyah (Central Command 
Administration), Majlis Qiyadah MantiqTyah (Regional Command Administration), 
and Majlis Qiyadah Wakalah (Proxy Region Command Administration). 

CHAPTER IV 

IMARAH 

(OFFICE OF THE AMIR) 

Section 7 

The Amir is elected and placed in office by the Majlis Shura. 

Section 8 

1. The Amir accepts the mubaya'at (pledges of allegiance) of the members (of the 
jama'ah). 

2. The Amir appoints and dismisses: members of the Majlis Shura (Consultative 
council), members of the Majlis Qiyadah MarkazTyah (Central Command 
Administration), members of the Majlis Fatwa (Legislative council) and members of 
the Majlis Hisbah (Decision council). 

3. The Amir implements mushawarat (consultative meetings/deliberations) of the 
Majalis to the level of Markaz.

4. The Amir receives infaq (spending, giving - can be understood as a maintenance 
tithe 20 ) from members of the jama'ah both that which is routine and that which is 
incidental. 

5. The Amir delivers sanctions and performs ta'dlb (disciplinary puniushment) upon 
members of the jama'ah who have violated/transgressed the rules of the jama'ah. 

6. The Amir maintains relationships (connections) with other parties (groups) who are 
considered to be beneficial to the jama'ah. 

Section 9 

1. The Amir leads the management of the jama'ah. 

2. The Amir, within the leadership management of the jama'ah holds consultative 
meetings with the Majlis Shura and or the Majalis Qiyadah and or the Majlis Fatwa 
and or the Majlis Hisbah. 

3. The Amir delivers tarblyah to members in order that they understand and practice the 
teachings of Islam. 

4. The Amir provides for and protects the members as well as paying attention to their 
safety. 

5. The Amir implements that from the SharT'ah of Islam that it is already possible to be 
carried out. 

6. The Amir appoints temporary functionaries whenever there are obstacles for those 
who (normally) carry out those duties. 



Section 10 

The tenure of the Amir ceases (finishes, ends) because of: 

a. Death. 

b. And or defined as incompetent (through sickness or enfeeblement). 

c. And or dismissed by the Majlis Shura after there has emerged and is clearly apparent 
proof of the practice of kufr (disbelief) (kufran bawahan - open disbelief). 

d. Proven to have been subject to outside pressure to the point whereby he is too weak 
to manage the jama'ah in accordance with the intentions of SharT'ah.

MAJALIS QIYADAH 

(COMMAND COUNCILS) 

Section 11 

1. Members of the Majalis Qiyadah MarkazTyah are elected and appointed by the Amir. 

2. The Qa'id of the Majalis Qiyadah MantiqTyah is from the members of the Majalis 
Qiyadah MarkazTyah. 

3. The members of the Majalis Qiyadah MantiqTyah are elected and appointed by the 
Qa'id of the Majalis Qiyadah MantiqTyah with the approval of the Amir. 

4. The Qa'id of the Majalis Qiyadah Wakalah is elected and appointed by the Qa'id of 
the Majalis Qiyadah MantiqTyah with the approval of the Amir. 

5. The members of the Majalis Qiyadah Wakalah are elected and appointed by the 
Qa'id of the Majalis Qiyadah Wakalah with the approval of the Qa'id of the Majalis 
Qiyadah MantiqTyah. 

Section 12 

1. The Majalis Qiyadah constitute the Amir's assistants within the implementation of 
managerial duties in accordance with each of their authoritative and functional 
levels. 

2. The Majalis Qiyadah beneath Qiyadah MarkazTyah have the right to make decisions 
viewed to be in accordance with each of their authoritative and functional levels. 

3. The Majalis Qiyadah MarkazTyah issues ordinances in order to ensure the fluidity of 
the jama ah' s management. 

Section 13 

1. A member of the Majalis Qiyadah MarkazTyah has his tenure terminated because of 
death or dismissal by the Amir. 

2. A member of the Majalis Qiyadah MantiqTyah has his tenure terminated because of 
death or as a result of dismissal by the Qa'id of the Majalis Qiyadah MantiqTyah with 
the approval of the Amir. 

3. The Qa'id of the Majalis Qiyadah Wakalah has his tenure terminated because of 
death or as a result of dismissal by the Qa'id of the Majalis Qiyadah MantiqTyah with 
the approval of the Amir. 
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4. A member of the Majalis Qiyadah Wakalah has his tenure terminated because of 
death or as a result of dismissal by the Qa'id of the Majalis Qiyadah Wakalah with 
the approval of the Qa'id of the Majalis Qiyadah MantiqTyah. 



Section 14 

The procedure for changing the Majalis Qiyadah and of its embodiment has not yet had 
its ordinances specified and will be set in its arrangement. 



CHAPTER VI 

MAJLIS SHURA 

(CONSULTATIVE COUNCIL) 

Section 15 

1. The members of the Majlis Shura are composed from the Dhu-Tlmln (possessors of 
knowledge), the Dhu-Malin (possessors of wealth), the Dhu-Shawqatln (possessors 
of yearning/desire) and those individuals who possess expertise within specific 
members from within the jama'ah. 

2. The members of the Majlis Shura are appointed by the Amir. 

3. The members of the Majlis Shura number 7 people who consist of: 

a. 3 (three) people who are assigned by the Amir. 

b. 4 (four) people who are nominated by the Qa'id of the Mantiqah (region). 

4. The Rais (head) of the Majlis Shura is appointed by the Amir upon the basis of the 
consensus of the members of the Majlis Shura. 

Section 16 

1. The Majlis Shura is appointed and dismissed by the Amir. 

2. The Majlis Shura drafts changes to An-Nizam Al Asasiy and the drafting of edicts. 

3. The Majlis Shura has the right to put forward proposals relating to the management 
of the jama'ah. 

4. The Majlis Shura arranges a global evaluation for the management of the jama'ah.

CHAPTER VII 

MAJLIS FATWA 

(LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL) 

Section 18 

1. Members of the Majlis Fatwa are composed of members from within the jama'ah 
who are Dhu-Tlmln and who steadfastly hold to Al Quran and As Sunnah. 

2. Members of the Majlis Fatwa are elected and appointed by the Amir. 

3. Members of the Majlis Fatwa number a minimum of three people. 

Section 19 

1. The Majlis Fatwa strengthens and posits the decisions of the Amir. 

2. The Majlis Fatwa is obligated to submit answers to the questions of the Amir and has 
the right to submit proposals to the Amir. 

Section 20 

The termsof the members of the Majlis Fatwa ends because of death, legitimately defined 
as enfeebled or dismissal by the Amir. 

Section 21 

...by means of scholars (ulama) from outside of the jama'ah who are viewed as thiqah 
(reliable) and 'allm (knowledgeable, scholar). 
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CHAPTER VIII 

MAJLIS HISBAH 

(DECISION COUNCIL) 

Section 22 

1. The Rais and members of the Majlis Hisbah are elected and appointed by the Amir 
from amongst the members of the jama'ah. 

2. The members of the Majlis Hisbah number a minimum of three people. 



Section 23 

1. The Majlis Hisbah performs control functions towards the Amir and his assistants as 
well as for all of the jama'ah's members in connection with the management of the 
jama'ah and individual actions. 

2. The Majlis Hisbah suggests to the Amir about the form of sanctions and discipline 
concerning violations carried out by the Amir's assistants as well as the jama'ah's 
members in connection with management of the jama'ah and individual actions. 

3. The Majlis Hisbah forms a court if the violation was carried out by the Amir. 

4. Concerning issues of violation by the Amir that must be prevented, the Majlis 
Hisbah requests that the Majlis Shura holds a special session in order to stop the 
Amir. 



Section 24 

The tenure of members of the Majlis Hisbah are terminated because of death, legitimately 
defined as enfeebled or dismissal by the Amir. 
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CHAPTER IX 

MUSHAWARAH 

(CONSULTATION) 

Section 25 

1. A comprehensive mushawarah, comprising Majlis Shura, Majalis Qiyadah 
MarkazTyah and Majlis Hisbah respectively, is held approximately once a year and is 
at attended by the Amir or a person designated by him. 

2. A mushawarah of the Majlis Shura or the Majlis Hisbah is able to be held at any time 
upon request from a third of the members of those respective majalis. 

Section 26 

A mushawarah of the Majlis Fatwa is held approximately every three months and is 
attended by the Amir or a person designated by him. 

Section 27 

A mushawarah of the Majalis Qiyadah below the Majalis Qiyadah MarkazTyah is 
governed by the respective qa'id. 

Section 28 

1. Those mushawarat are determined to be sound whenever they are attended by at least 
two thirds of the number of the respective majalis. 

2. Whenever a quorum of two thirds cannot be achieved then it is postponed for a 
period of seven days. 

3. Whenever, after having once postponed the quorum because an attendance of two 
thirds was not met, then the mushawarah will be continued by the number of 
mushawarah members who attend. 

4. In an emergency the Amir and or the members of the majlis assisting the Amir may 
take the initiative to hold a mushawarah that could possibly be carried out. 

5. The decision of the mushawarah is held to be sound whenever it is approved by the 
majority vote.

6. In connection with the mushawarah of the Majalis Qiyadah MarkazTyah, their 
decisions are held to be sound and besides that, having already been approved by the 
majority, they must have obtained the approval of the Amir. 

7. Whenever a difference occurs between the opinion of the majority and the opinion of 
the Amir, then the decision is given to the opinion of the Amir. 



Section 29 

A mushawarah attended by the Amir and all assistants of the Amir from the majalis is 
held at any time if deemed necessary. 



CHAPTER X 
MEMBERSHIP 

Section 30 

Anyone may become a member of the jama'ah provided that: 

a. 'His' religion is Islam and 'his' 'aqldah is as As-Salafus-Salih and 'he' is prepared to 
carry out ibadah that is free from bid ah (innovation within 'ibadah) and khurafat 
(superstition). 

b. 'He' understands the teachings of Allah and His Messenger 3j about jama'ah. 

c. 'He' understands and is able to accept Usulul Manhaj al HarakT li Iqamatid-Deen. 

d. 'He' undertakes mubaya'ah (pledge of allegiance - makes a bai'ah) directly with the 
Amir of the jama'ah or by means of a letter, or towards a person appointed by him. 

e. Must be mature (after puberty) 

f. After going through the stages of tamhls (selection through examination). 

Section 31 

Obligations of a member of the jama'ah: 

a. As-Sam'a wa't-Ta'at (hear and obey) to the Amir according to one's capabilities 
within matters that are not immoral. 

b. Obey the regulations of the jama'ah. 

c. Request permission from the Amir and/or the respective mas'ul (responsible leader) 
for those who are duty bound in the jama ah' s endeavors when there are elderly. 

d. Not ot undertake anything that will effect and disadvantage the jama'ah. 

e. Assist the Amir when his is right and rectify him when he makes a mistake. 
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f. Support and protect the Amir. 

g. Mutually support and protect fellow members. 



Section 32 

The rights of Jama'ah members: 

a. To receive guidance in the understanding and practice of Islam's teachings. 

b. To receive attention towards their social welfare. 

c. To confer views, suggestions and corrections to the management of the jama'ah at 
the various levels. 

d. To be elected and appointed as a mas'ul and or mudabbir (leader). 

e. To be protected by the jama'ah. 



Section 33 

Membership no longer exists if membership requirements are not met. 

CHAPTER XI 
FINANCES 

Section 34 

The source of the jama'ah's finance is infaq, sadaqah, zakat, halal sources as well as 
other sources that are acceptable on the basis of ijtihad (independent judgement). 



Section 35 

The budget of and for the jama'ah is fixed every year by the mushawarah of the Majalis 
Qiyadah MarkazTyah and followed by the Majlis Shura, the Majlis Fatwa as well as the 
Majlis Hisbah. 



Section 36 

1. The regulations for financial sharing arrangements between the marakiz (sing. 
Markaz - office, post, branch) and all levels and ranks below them are arranged 
within the regulations. 
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2. The financial sources and property as well as their regulations that have not been 
arranged or set in previous sections, are stipulated in notices. 



CHAPTER XII 
ECONOMY 

Section 37 

Matters that are connected with economic issues will be arranged within regulations. 

CHAPTER XIII 
EDUCATION 

Section 38 

Matters that are connected with educational issues will be arranged within regulations. 

CHAPTER XIV 
RELATIONSHIPS 

Section 39 

1. Relations between the majalis of the Amir's auxiliaries may be conducted with the 
knowledge of the Amir. 

2. Relations between the Majalis Qiyadah MantiqTyah may be conducted with the 
knowledge of the Amir. 

3. Relations between the Majalis Qiyadah Wakalah may be conducted with the 
knowledge of the Qa'id of the Majalis Qiyadah MantiqTyah. 

4. Relations between management groups below the Majalis Qiyadah Wakalah are 
regulated by a mushawarah between the Majalis Qiyadah Wakalah. 

5. Relations between members are regulated by the discretion of the various mas'ul of 
those members. 
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Section 40 



Relations between the Majalis Qiyadah MantiqTyah and the Amir, and or the Majalis 
that assist the Amir may be carried out by means of or with the knowledge of the 
Qa'id of the Majalis Qiyadah MantiqTyah. Relations between the Qa'id of the 
Majalis Qiyadah Wakalah and the Amir and or the Majalis that assist the Amir may 
only be carried out with the permission of the Qa'id of the Majalis Qiyadah 
MantiqTyah. 

Relations between the Majalis Qiyadah Wakalah and the Qa'id and or the members 
of the Majalis Qiyadah above them may be carried out by means of or with the 
knowledge of the Qa'id from the various levels. 



Section 41 

1. Relations between other Islamic Jama'at which possess the same principles and 
purposes, are on the basis of mutual brotherhood, mutual cooperation and mutual 
respect. 

2. All of the Qa'id may have relations with Jama'at and other institutions with the 
permission of the Amir. 

3. Each member of the jama'ah may have relations with parties outside of the jama'ah, 
which impact upon the jama'ah, with the permission of the Amir. 

4. Each member of the jama'ah may give speeches towards parties outside of the 
jama'ah with the knowledge of the relevant Qa'id and it is obligatory to deliver 
reports to those Qa'id. 

CHAPTER XV 
CHANGES AND ADDITIONS 



Section 42 

A mushawarah in order to draft changes to An-Nizam Al Asasiy must be attended by 
at least two thirds of the number of members of the Majlis Shura. 
Drafting changes to An-Nizam Al Asasiy are deemed to have fulfilled the 
requirements for proposal to the Amir if approved by more than half of the Majlis 
Shura. 

Drafting changes to An-Nizam Al Asasiy are deemed to be sound (valid) as new An- 
Nizam Al Asasiy whenever approved by the Amir. 
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Section 43 

An-Nizam Al Asasiy will be implemented gradually in accordance with the prevalent 
conditions. 



EXPLANATIONS 

General Explanations 

1. An-Nizam Al Asasiy are presented as one of the managerial platforms (foundations) 
in order to realize (achieve) the jama ah within the framework of Iqamatid-Deen. 

2. An-Nizam Al Asasiy consists of the muqaddimah (introduction), the main body and 
explanations. 

3. The muqaddimah contains the formulative definition of 'mankinds" life principles 
and the composition of the obligations of Iqamatid-Deen within a jama'ah. 

4. The main body of An-Nizam Al Asasiy consists of 15 chapters and 43 sections 
about: 

The identity and characteristics of the Jama'ah. 
TanzTm and Imarah.

Narrated 'Amr Adh-Dhaqad and Abu Bakr ibn An-Nadr and bd bin 
Humaid and the version was narrated by Abd who said: Ya 'qub bin 
Ibrahim bin Sa 'd told us: My father told us that Salih bin KTsan from Al 
Harith from Ja far bin Abdullah bin Al Hakam from Abdur-Rahman bin 
Al Masur from Abi Rafi ' from 'Abdullah bin Mas 'ud that the Messenger of 
Allah M observed: "Never a Prophet had been sent before me by Allah 
towards his nation who had not among his people (his) disciples and 
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companions who followed his ways and obeyed his command. Then there 
came after them their successors who said whatever they did not practice, 
and practiced whatever they were not commanded to do. He who strove 
against them with his hand was a believer: he who strove against them 
with his tongue was a believer, and he who strove against them with his 
heart was a believer and beyond that there is no faith even to the extent of 
a mustard seed". Abu Rdfi' said: "I narrated this hadith to Abdulaah bin 
Umar; he contradicted me. There happened to come Abdullah bin 
Mas 'ud who stayed at Qanat, and 'Abdullah bin Umar wanted me to 
accompany him for visiting him (as Abdullah bin Mas 'ud was ailing), so I 
went along with him and as we sat (before him) I asked Ibn Mas ud about 
this hadith. He narrated it in the same way as I narrated it to Ibn Umar. 

And the hadith of Abu Bakr ibn Ishaq bin Muhammad who realted that Ibn 
Abi Maryam who told us that Abdul- zlz bin Muhammad said: Al Harith 
bin Al Fadil Al Khatami from Ja far bin 'Abdullah bin Al Hakam from 
Abdur-Rahman bin Mukhrimah fronm Abi Rdfi 'freed slave of the Prophet 
from Abdullah bin Mas 'ud who observed: "Never was there one among 
the prophets who had had not disciples who followed his direction and 
followed his ways. The remaining part of the hadith is like that as narrated 
by Salih but the arrival of Ibn Mas 'ud and the meeting of Ibn Umar with 
him is not mentioned. 36

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Imam Ahmad said: Narrated Abu Null who told us from Akramah bin 
'Ammdr who said Samak Al Hanafi Abu ZamTl, who said Abu Abbas said 
that 'Umar bin Khattab 4k- said: When it was the day on which the Battle of 
Badr was fought, the Messenger of Allah M cast a glance at the infidels, 
and they were one thousand while his own companions were three hundred 
and nineteen. The Holy Prophet §$ turned (his face) towards the Qiblah 
then he stretched his hands and began his supplication to his Lord: "O 
Allah, accomplish for me what Thou hast promised to me. O Allah, bring 
about what Thou hast promised to me. O Allah, if this small band of 
Muslims is destroyed. Thou will not be worshipped on this earth. " He 
continued his supplication to his Lord, stretching his hands, facing the 
Qiblah, until his mantle slipped down from his shoulders. So Abu Bakr 
came to him, picked up his mantle and put it on his shoulders. Then he 
embraced him from behind and said: "Prophet of Allah, this prayer of 
yours to your Lord will suffice you, and He will fulfill for you what He has 
promised you. " So Allah, the Glorious and Exalted, revealed (the Qur dnic 
verse): "When ye appealed to your Lord for help, He responded to your 
call (saying): I will help you with one thousand angels coming in 
succession. " So Allah helped him with angels. Abu Zumail said that the 
hadlth was narrated to him by Ibn Abbas who said: "While on that day a 
Muslim was chasing a disbeliever who was going ahead of him, he heard 
over him the swishing of the whip and the voice of the rider saying: Go 
ahead, Haizi ml He glanced at the polytheist who had (now) fallen down 
on his back. When he looked at him (carefully he found that) there was a 
scar on his nose and his face was torn as if it had been lashed with a whip, 
and had turned green with its poison. An Ansari came to the Messenger of 
Allah M and related this (event) to him. He said: You have told the truth. 
This was the help from the third heaven. The Muslims that day (i.e. the day 
of the Battle of Badr) killed seventy persons and captured seventy. The 
Messenger of Allah M said to Abu Bakr and Umar S: "What is your 
opinion about these captives?" Abu Bakr said: "They are our kith and kin. 
I think you should release them after getting from them a ransom. This will 
be a source of strength to us against the infidels. It is quite possible that 
Allah may guide them to Islam. " Then the Messenger of Allah Jf said: 
"What is your opinion. Ibn Khattab?" He said: "Messenger of Allah. I do 
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not hold the same opinion as Abu Bakr. I am of the opinion that you should 
hand them over to us so that we may cut off their heads. Hand over Aqil to 
AH that he may cut off his head, and hand over such and such relative to 
me that I may but off his head. They are leaders of the disbelievers and 
veterans among them. " The Messenger of Allah Jr approved the opinion of 
Abu Bakr and did not approve what I said. The next day when I came to 
the Messenger of Allah M, I found that both he and Abu Bakr were sitting 
shedding tears. I said: "Messenger of Allah, why are you and your 
companion shedding tears? Tell me the reason. For I will weep at it, if not, 
I will at least pretend to weep in sympathy with you. " The Messenger of 
Allah M said: "I weep for what has happened to your companions for 
taking ransom (from the prisoners). I was shown the torture to which they 
were subjected. It was brought to me as close as this tree. (He pointed to a 
tree close to him.) Then Allah revealed the verse: "It is not befitting for a 
prophet that he should take prisoners until the force of the disbelievers has 
been crushed. .." to the end of the verse: ". . .so eat ye the spoils of war, (it 
is) lawful and pure. So Allah made booty lawful for them. " 



III. FUNCTION OF AL QATDAH AS-SALABAH 

1. As core personnel of the jama ah (mainstay) for the qiyadah. 

2. As the last bastion for the qiyadah of the jama ah. 

3. As a reference and stabilizer of the akhlaq, fikrah (ideas, concepts) and stance 
for the other personnel. 

4. As the nucleus for executives, callers and defenders of the jama'ah's mission. 



IV. CRITERIA FOR AL QATDAH AS-SALABAH 
a. Fardlyah (As an individual): 

1. Possess mental readiness, akhlaq, fikrah and physical conditioning in order 
to struggle for the mission of the jama 'ah. 

2. Possess a high level of sensitivity in order to seek out true and rightful 
surrender, love and satisfaction. 

3. Possess high mental resilience, akhlaq, fikrah and physical conditioning. 

4. Possess high levels of discipline.

people in Bayt al-Maqdis and it was filled up, and people sat down on 
elevated places. He said to them, "Allah has commanded me with five 
commands that I should abide by them and command you to abide by them. 
(1) The first of them is that you worship Allah and associate not anything 
with Him. And the example of one who associates with Allah is like a man 
who bought a slave with his pure earnings of gold or silver and said to 
him, 'This is my house and this is my business. So take up this occupation 
and pay me what you earn) He works but pays another than his master. So, 
which of you will be pleased to have a slave like that? (2) And Allah 
commands you to offer salah. When you offer salah, do not turn elsewhere, 
for, Allah has His face towards His slave who offers salah as long as he 
does not turn elsewhere. (3) And I command you to keep fast. Its similitude 
is of a man who is with a party. He has a bagful of musk. All of them are 
pleased with it or he is pleased with its odour. And the odour of one who is 
fasting is more pleasant to Allah than the odour of musk. (4) And I 
command you to give sadaqah. Its similtude is like that of a man who is 
imprisoned by his enemy. They tie his hand to his neck and take him to be 
executed. He offers, 'I pay ransom to you the little or much, and he 
ransoms himself from them, (5) And, I command you that you remember 
Allah. The similitude for that is like a man whose enemy may pursue him in 
haste while he comes to a strong fort and protects himself from them. So is 
the man whom nothing protects from the devil but dhikr (remembrance) of 
Allah. " The Prophet (M) said. "And I command you with five commands 
with which Allah has commanded me. They are: to hear, to obey, to wage 
jihad, to make hijrah (migration) and to attach to the main body of Muslim 
s, for, he who separates from the main body even by a span takes out the 
rope of Islam from his neck unless he returns to it. And, he who invites 
people to the evils of jahiliyah is fuel of Hell. " Someone asked, "O 
Messenger of Allah (M), even if he offered salah and kept fast"? He said, 
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"Even if he offered salah and fasted. So invite to Allah who named you 
Muslim 's, believers and slaves of Allah. " 

Abu Isa said that this is a hasan sahlh hadith gharib and Muhammad bin 
Ismail Al Harith Al Ash 'an said this hadith is unaccompanied: 
Muhammad bin Bashar said Abu Dawud At-TayalisT said that Aban bin

Narrated Abu Khaithamah, Zuhair bin Harb and KT'un, from Kahmas, 
from Abdillah bin Buraidah, from Yahya bin Ya mar, and narrated 
Ubaidullah bin Mu adh Al Anbari, and this is his saying - narrated Abl, 
narrated Kahmas, from Abi Buraidah, from Yahya bin Ya mar that the first 
man who discussed about Qadr (Divine Decree) in Basrah was Ma bad Al- 
JuhanT. I along with Humaid bin. Abdur-Rahman Himyari set out for 

prilgrimage or for'Umrah and said'. "Should it so happen that we come 

into contact with one of the Companions of the Messenger of Allah # we 
shall ask him about what is talked about TaqdTr (Division Decree). 
Accidentally we came across Abdullah ibn Umar ibn Al-Khattab, while 
he was entering the mosque. My companion and I surrounded him. One of 
us (stood) on his right and the other stood on his left. I expected that my 
companion would authorize me to speak. I therefore said: "Abu Abdur 
Rahman 1 . There have appeared some people in our land who recite the 
Qur'an and pursue knowledge" . And then after talking about their affairs, 
added: "They (such people) claim that there is no such thing as Aqdar 
(Divine Decree) and events are not predestined". He (Abdullah ibn 
Umar) said: "When you happen to meet such people tell them that I have 
nothing to do with them and they have nothing to do with me. And verily 
they are in no way responsible for my (belief)." Abdullah ibn Umar 
swore by Him (the Lord) (and said): "If any one of them (who does not 
believe in the Divine Decree) had with him gold equal to the bulk of (the 
mountain) Uhud and then, it (in the way of Allah), Allah would not accept 
it unless he affirmed his faith in Divine Decree". He further said: "My 
father, Umar ibn al-Khattab, told me: "One day we were sitting in the 
company of Allah's Messenger Jf when there appeared before us a man 
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dressed in pure white clothes, his hair extraordinarily black. There were 
no signs of travel on him. None amongst us recognized him. At last he sat 
with the Messenger M- He knelt before him placed his palms on his thighs 
and said: Muhammad, inform me about al-Islam. The Messenger of Allah 
Msaid: "Al-Islam implies that you testify that there is no god but Allah and 
that Muhammad is the Messenger of Allah, and you establish prayer, pay 
Zakat, observe the fast of Ramadan, and perform pilgrimage to the 
(House) if you are solvent enough (to bear the expense of) the journey". 
He (the inquirer) said: "You have told the truth". He (Umar ibn al- 
Khattab) said: "It amazed us that he would put the question and then he 
would himself verify the truth ". He (the inquirer) said: "Inform me about 
Iman (faith)". He (the Holy Prophet) replied: "That you affirm your faith 
in Allah, in His Angels, in His Books, in His Messengerss, in the Day of 
Judgment, and you affirm your faith in the Divine Decree about good and 
evil". He (the inquirer) said: "You have told the truth". He (the inquirer) 
again said: "Inform me about al-Ihsan (performance of good deeds)". He 
(the Holy Prophet) said: "That you worship Allah as if you are seeing 
Him, for though you don't see Him, He, verily, sees you". He (the enquirer) 
again said: "Inform me about the hour (of the Doom"). He (the Holy 
Prophet) remarked: "One who is asked knows no more than the one who is 
inquiring (about it)". He (the inquirer) said: "Tell me some of its 
indications:. He (the Holy Prophet) said: "That the slave-girl will give 
birth to her mistress and master, that you will find barefooted, destitute 
goat-herds vying with one another in the construction of magnificent 
buildings". He (the narrator, Umar ibn al-Khattab) said: "Then he (the 
inquirer) went on his way but I stayed with him (the Holy Prophet) for a 
long while. He then, said to me: Umar, do you know who this inquirer 
was? I replied: Allah and His Messenger knows best. He (the Holy 
Prophet) remarked: 'He was Gabriel (the angel). He came to you in order 
to instruct you in matters of the Deen. 

It is narrated on the authority of Yaaya bin Ya mur that when Ma bad 
discussed the problem pertaining to Divine Decree, we refuted that. He 

(the narrator) said'. "I and Humaid bin Abdur-Rahman Himyari argued" . 

And they carried on the conversation about the purport of the hadith 
related by Kahmas and its chain of transmission too. And there is some 
variation of words. 
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It is narrated on the authority of Yahya bin Ya mur and Humaid bin 

Abdur-Rahman that they said'. "We met Abdullah bin Umar and we 

discussed about the Divine Decree, and what they talked about it and he 
narrated the hadith that has been transmitted by Umar 4* from the 
Messenger M- "■ There is a slight variation in that.

said: "Allah commanded Yahya ibn ZakarTya with five things that he may 
abide by them and command the BanT Isra'Tl to abide by them. But he was 
delayed in conveying them. Isa said to him, "Allah commanded you with 
five commands that you may abide by them and command the BanT Isra 71 
to abide by them. So, either you give them the command, or I will do that." 
So Yahya said, "If you take precedence over me in conveying them, I fear 
that I will be swallowed up (in earth) or punished. " So, he assembled the 
people in Bayt al-Maqdis and it was filled up, and people sat down on 
elevated places. He said to them, "Allah has commanded me with five 
commands that I should abide by them and command you to abide by them. 
(1) The first of them is that you worship Allah and associate not anything 
with Him. And the example of one who associates with Allah is like a man 
who bought a slave with his pure earnings of gold or silver and said to 
him, 'This is my house and this is my business. So take up this occupation 
and pay me what you earn) He works but pays another than his master. So, 
which of you will be pleased to have a slave like that? (2) And Allah 
commands you to offer salah. When you offer salah, do not turn elsewhere, 
for, Allah has His face towards His slave who offers salah as long as he 
does not turn elsewhere. (3) And I command you to keep fast. Its similitude 
is of a man who is with a party. He has a bagful of musk. All of them are 
pleased with it or he is pleased with its odour. And the odour of one who is 
fasting is more pleasant to Allah than the odour of musk. (4) And I 
command you to give sadaqah. Its similtude is like that of a man who is 
imprisoned by his enemy. They tie his hand to his neck and take him to be 
executed. He offers, 'I pay ransom to you the little or much, and he 
ransoms himself from them, (5) And, I command you that you remember 
Allah. The similitude for that is like a man whose enemy may pursue him in 
haste while he comes to a strong fort and protects himself from them. So is 
the man whom nothing protects from the devil but dhikr (remembrance) of 
Allah. " The Prophet (M) said. "And I command you with five commands 
with which Allah has commanded me. They are: to hear, to obey, to wage 
jihad, to make hijrah (migration) and to attach to the main body of 
Muslims, for, he who separates from the main body even by a span takes 
out the rope of Islam from his neck unless he returns to it. And, he who 
invites people to the evils of jahiliyah is fuel of Hell. " Someone asked, "O 
Messenger of Allah (M), even if he offered salah and kept fast"? He said, 
"Even if he offered salah and fasted. So invite to Allah who named you 
Muslim 's. believers and slaves of Allah. " 
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Abu Isa said that this is a hasan sahlh hadith qharib and Muhammad bin 
Ismail Al Harith Al Ash 'an said this hadith is unaccompanied: 
Muhammad bin Bashar said Abu Dawud At-TayalisT said that Aban bin 
YazTd said from Yahya bin AbTKathTr from Zaid bin Salam from Abi Salam 
from Al Harith Al Ash art from the Prophet Msaid similar to Abu Isa that 
this is hasan sahlh hadith qharib and Abu Salam Al Habashi known as 
Mamtur and it was narrated by 'AIT bin Al Mubarak from Yahya bin Abi

It was narrated to us by c Affan who told us Abu Khalaf Musa bin Khalaf 
and he was known as Al Budala D who narrated to us from Yahya bin Abl 
Kathrin from Zaid bin Salam from his grandfather Mamtur from Al Harith 
Al 3 Ash c arT (<&) who narrated that the Prophet M said: "Allah M 
commanded Yahya ibn Zakariya to act according to five words and 
command the Children of Israel to act according to them, but he almost 
slowed down to convey them. Thereupon, c Isa (Jesus) 306 said to him: 
'Allah commanded you to act according to five words and commanded you 
to command the Children of Israel to act accordingly, so either you tell 
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them or I will do s'o. Yaaya said: 'O brother, I am afraid if you preceded 

me, I will be tortured or sunk under the earth'. He said: 'Yahya gathered 
the Children of Israel in Jerusalem until the Masjid was filled and people 
sat on the balconies of the Masjid'. He praised Allah then said: 'Allah 
commanded me to act according to five words and commanded you too to 
act according to them. The first is to worship Allah and associate none 
with Him in worship. This example is like a man who bought a slave out of 
pure gold or silver, but that slave worked and the money he earned was 
given to other than his master, who would like that his slave is like that 
one?' Allah M created you and provided you sustenance, so worship Him 
and associate none with Him in worship. I command you with offering 
Salat because Allah M erect His Face before the face of His Servant as 
long as the servant does not look right or left, so when you offer Salat, do 
not look right or left. I command you with fasting, the likeness of that is 
like a man who has a bundle of musk among a group of people where all of 
them can find the smell of musk. Indeed, the bad smell of a fasting person 
is better in the sight of Allah than the smell of musk. I command you with 
charity, and the likeness of that is like a man captured by enemy who tied 
his hands to his neck and advanced him to be killed. Thereupon, he said: is 
there something I can do to ransom my life from you? He kept on 
ransoming himself from them by little and much until he could ransom 
himself. I command you to mention Allah M frequently; the likeness of that 
is like a man after whom the enemy were running, but he entered a fortified 
fort to save himself. A servant is more secure from Satan when e mentions 
the name of Allah M. He (the narrator) said: The Messenger of Allah Jf 
said: "As for me, I command you with five things that Allah commanded 
me with: To be with Muslim group, to listen (to the orders), to obey (your 
leaders), to migrate, and to fight in the cause of Allah. He who abandons 
the Muslim group even for a hand-span, he will not be a Muslim until he 
comes back to Islam. And whoever does an act from the Pre-Islamic period 
will be from the people of Hell". They said: 'O Messenger of Allah J? even 
if that person offered Salat and fasted (Ramadan)?' Thereupon, the 
Prophet M said: "Even if that person offered Salat, fasted (Ramadan), and 
claimed to be a Muslim. So, call Muslims by their names which Allah M 
chose for them: Muslims, believers, and the servants of Allah M)". 81

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It was told to us by 'Abdullah bin Muhammad An-NafailT who said Yunus 
bin RashTd from ' All bin BadhTmah from Abi 'Ubaidah from c Abdullah bin 
Mas c ud who said, the Messenger of Allah # said: "The first failing to enter 
the Children of Israel was that a man would meet another man and say, 'O 
so and so! Fear Allah and stop what you are doing. It is not lawful for 
you,' then he would meet him again the following day and find him still 
doing the same thing but that would not prevent him from eating, drinking 
and sitting with him. When they did this, Allah caused the hearts of some of 
them to be tainted by others. Then He Msaid, "Those among the Tribe of 
Israel who rejected were cursed on the tongue of Dawud and that of c Isa, 
son of Maryam. That is because they rebelled and overstepped the limits. 
They would not restrain one another from any of the wrong things that they 
did. How evil were the things they used to do! You see many of them taking 
the unbelievers as their friends. What their lower selves have advanced for 
them is evil indeed" to "deviators" (5:78-81)" Then he M said, "No, by 
Allah, you should command the right and forbid the wrong and you should 
restrain the unjust and bend them to the truth and confine them to the truth 
or Allah will cause the hearts of some of you to be tainted by others. And 
then He will curse you as He cursed them. " And it was told to us by Khalaf 
bin Hisham who told us from Abu Shihab Al Hanaz from Al c Ala D bin Al

I. UNDERSTANDING OF HIJRAH 
1. Ta'rlf Hijrah. 

a. Linguistically:

Its opposite is connection - J^jll J^a jA 

b. Technically: 

Hijrah: To relocate/transfer from one place to another place. 
Meaning: To leave the first in order oto prioritize the second. 
Or: To transfer from 'Darul Harb' to 'Darul Islam' 

c. According to Ibnul c Arabiy, the ''ulama 3 have divided travelling 
(departure) signifying harb as 6, that is: 

i. Hijrah. That is out from 'Darul Harbiy' to 'Darul Islam'. This has 
taken place since the time of the Prophet $| (and will continue) 
until the Day of Resurrection and its legality is obligatory. At the 
time of the Prophet S it was to relocate/transfer from Makkah to 
Madinah. 

ii. To go out from a nation that has/maintains much bid c ah. 

When that which is immoral is seen, and it is unable to be 
removed or suppressed, then step aside (get out). 

And when you see those who engage in a false conversation about Our 
Ayat by mocking at them, stay away from them till they turn to another 
topic. And if Shaitan (Satan) causes you to forget, then after the 
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remembrance sit not you in the company of those people who are the 
Zalimun (polytheists and wrong-doers, etc.). 119 

iii. To go out from a nation whose majority of 'ma c Tshah (livelihood)' 
is 'haram'. By law it is obligatory fro a Muslim to seek out 
fortune/livelihood that is halal. 

iv. Flee from physical torture/torment. 

During the time of the Messenger of Allah H at one time in 
madinah it was extremely hot and many were sick. The Messenger 
of Allah M gave permission to go out from Madinah until better 
weather returned. 

v. Flee from tyranny of wealth. The preciousness of the wealth of a 
Muslim is like the preciousness of 'his-self. 



2. Understanding the Development of Hijrah. 

a. The development of Hijrah is the endeavors, the activities, and measures 
that direct the members of the jama c ah into becoming Muhajir ilallahi wa 
rasulihi (emigrants to Allah and His Messenger).

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It was narrated to us from Muhammad bin Isma c Tl who narrated from 
Musa bin Isma c Tl who narrated from Aban bin YazTd who narrated from 
Yahya bin AbT KathTr from Zaid bin Salam from the father of Salam who 
narrated from Al Harith Al Ash c ariwho narrated that the Prophet Msaid: 
"Allah commanded Yahya ibn ZakarTya with five things that he may abide 
by them and command the Ban! Israel to abide by them. But he was 
delayed in coveying them. c Isa said to him, "Allah commanded you with 
five commands that you may abide by them and command the Ban! Isra D Tl 
to abide by them. So, either you give them the command, or I will do that." 
So Yahya said, "If you take precedence over me in conveying them, I fear 
that I will be swallowed up (in earth) or punished. " So, he assembled the 
people in Bayt al-Maqdis and it was filled up, and people sat down on 
elevated places. He said to them, "Allah has commanded me with five 
commands that I should abide by them and comahd you to abide by them. 
The first of them is that you worship Allah and associate not anything with 
Him. And the example of one who associates with Allah is like a man who 
bought a slave with his pure earnings of gold or silver and said to him, 
'This is my house and this is my business. So take up this occupation and 
pay me what you earn) He works but pays another than his master. So, 
which of you will be pleased to have a slave like that? And Allah 
commands you to offer salah. When you offer salah, do not turn elsewhere, 
for, Allah has His face towards His slave who offers salah as long as he 
does not turn elsewhere. And I command you to keep fast. Its similitude is 
of a man who is with a party. He has a bagful of musk. All of them are 
pleased with it or he is pleased with its odour. And the odour of one who is 
fasting is more pleasant to Allah than the odour of musk. And I command 
you to give sadaqah. Its similitude is like that of a man who is imprisoned 
by his enemy. They tie his hand to his neck and take him to be executed. He 
offers, 'I pay ransom to you the little or much, and he ransoms himself 
from them, And, I command you that you remember Allah. The similitude 
for that is like a man whose enemy pursue him in haste while he comes to a 
strong fort and protects himself from them. So is the man whom nothing 
protects from the devil but dhikr (remembrance) of Allah. " The Prophet Jf 
said. "And I command you with firve commands with which Allah has 
commanded me. They are: to hear, to obey, to wage jihad, to make hijrah 
(migration) and to attach to the main body of Muslims, for, he who 
separates from the main body even by a span takes out the rope of Islam 
from his neck unless he returns to it. And, he who invites people to the evils 
of jahiliyah is fuel of Hell. " Someone asked, "O Messenger of Allah M, 
even if he offered salah and kept fast"? He said, "Even if he offered salah 
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and fasted. So invite to Allah Who named you Muslims, believers and 
slaves of Allah. " Abu Isa said that this is a hasan sahTh hadith qharlb and 
Muhammad bin Isma 71 Al Harith Al Ash 'an said this hadith is 
unaccompanied: Muhammad bin Bashar said Abu Dawud At-TayalisT said 
that Aban bin YazTd said from Yahya bin Abi KathTr from Zaid bin Salam 
from Abi Salam from Al Harith Al Ash 'an from the Prophet Jf said 
similar to Abu Isa that this is hasan sahTh hadith aharib and Abu Salam Al 
HabashT known as Mamtur and it was narrated by 'AIT bin Al Mubarak 
from Yahya bin Abi KathTr.

Narrated to us by Ibrahim bin AbT Al ' Abbas and Husain bin Muhammad 
who said it was narrated by c Abdur-Rahman bin AbT Az-Zanad from 
c Abdur-Rahman bin Al Harith bin ' Abdullah bin c Ayyash bin Abi RabT c ah 
bin Shu c aib from his grandfather that the Messenger of Allah M addressed 
the people at the time of the conquest of Makkah on the steps of the 
Ka c bah.

(Daulah IslamTyah).

The Messenger of Allah Msaid: "I 
did not think that the people were that far from us". Mu c adh bin Jabal 
said: 'O Prophet of Allah! They are tired so much so that their rides have 
carried them and scattered, eating and travelling '. Then the Messenger of 
Allah Jf said: "I was tired earlier". When Mu c ddh bin Jabal heard this 
small tidbit from the Messenger of Allah M for him and only for the two of 
them, he asked: 'O Messenger of Allah Ml Grant me ask you about some 
words that make me sick and sadden me?" The Messenger of Allah Msaid: 
"What do you mean? " He said: 'O Prophet of Allah! Tell me of some act 
that will allow access to paradise, and I will not ask for anything else '. The 
Messenger of Allah # said: "Good, good, you ask of something noble". 
The Messenger of Allah M repeated three times: "It is easy for the one who 
has been granted ease and goodness by Allah, it is easy for the one who 
hopes for goodness by Allah and easy for the one who has received ease by 
Allah ". The Messenger of Allah M repeated as many as three times so that 
Mu c adh bin Jabal paid close attention. The Messenger of Allah Msaid: 
"You believe in Allah and the Last Day, establish saldh, worship Allah 
alone and do not associate partners with Him with anything whatsoever 
and you are above that". Mu c adh bin Jabal said: 'Please repeat it O 
Prophet of Allah!' The Messenger of Allah M repeated it again as many as

three times and then said: "If you want, I will inform you O Mu c adh about 
the root of the matter, its pillar and its highest point. Mu c adh bin Jabal 
said: 'You are more precious to me than my father and mother O Prophet 
of Allah! Relate it to me!' The Messenger of Allah M said: "The root of 
this matter (foundation) is that you bear witness that there is no ilah (with 
any right) besides Allah alone having no partners alongside Him and that 
Muhammad is His slave and Messenger; and its pillar (mainstay) is to 
establish (and maintain) salah, discharge zakat and its highest point is 
jihad fee sabilillah. And I have been commanded to fight against the 
people until they establish salah, pay zakat and bear witness that there is 
none worthy of worship except Allah alone having no partners alongside 
Him and that Muhammad is the slave and Messenger of Allah. And if they 
do this, then their blood and property are secured except by the rights of 
Islam, and their accountability is left to Allah M". The Messenger of Allah 
§$ then said: "By Him in whose hand is the soul of Muhammad, there is no 
face as pale nor feet as dusty because of a deed for the sake of seeking the 
highest place in Paradise after obligatory salah like jihad fee sabilillah. 
And no scales are heavier for the deeds of a slave like the animal he owns 
and uses in the way of Allah or to carry goods in the way of Allah ".

It was narrated to us by c Affan who told us Abu Khalaf Musa bin Khalaf 
and he was known as Al Budala D who narrated to us from Yahya bin Abl 
Kathrin from Zaid bin Salam from his grandfather Mamtur from Al Harith 
Al 'AshfarT (&) who narrated that the Prophet Jf said: "Allah M 
commanded Yahya ibn Zakariya to act according to five words and 
command the Children of Israel to act according to them, but he almost 
slowed down to convey them. Thereupon, c Isa (Jesus)MSI said to him: 
'Allah commanded you to act according to five words and commanded you 
to command the Children of Israel to act accordingly, so either you tell 

them or I will do s'o. Yaaya said: 'O brother, I am afraid if you preceded 
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me, I will be tortured or sunk under the earth'. He said: 'Yahya gathered 
the Children of Israel in Jerusalem until the Masjid was filled and people 
sat on the balconies of the Masjid'. He praised Allah then said: 'Allah 
commanded me to act according to five words and commanded you too to 
act according to them. The first is to worship Allah and associate none 
with Him in worship. This example is like a man who bought a slave out of 
pure gold or silver, but that slave worked and the money he earned was 
given to other than his master, who would like that his slave is like that 
one?' Allah M created you and provided you sustenance, so worship Him 
and associate none with Him in worship. I command you with offering 
Salat because Allah M erect His Face before the face of His Servant as 
long as the servant does not look right or left, so when you offer Salat, do 
not look right or left. I command you with fasting, the likeness of that is 
like a man who has a bundle of musk among a group of people where all of 
them can find the smell of musk. Indeed, the bad smell of a fasting person 
is better in the sight of Allah than the smell of musk. I command you with 
charity, and the likeness of that is like a man captured by enemy who tied 
his hands to his neck and advanced him to be killed. Thereupon, he said: is 
there something I can do to ransom my life from you? He kept on 
ransoming himself from them by little and much until he could ransom 
himself. I command you to mention Allah M frequently; the likeness of that 
is like a man after whom the enemy were running, but he entered a fortified 
fort to save himself. A servant is more secure from Satan when e mentions 
the name of Allah M. He (the narrator) said: The Messenger of Allah M 
said: "As for me, I command you with five things that Allah commanded 
me with: To be with Muslim group, to listen (to the orders), to obey (your 
leaders), to migrate, and to fight in the cause of Allah. He who abandons 
the Muslim group even for a hand-span, he will not be a Muslim until he 
comes back to Islam. And whoever does an act from the Pre-Islamic period 
will be from the people of Hell". They said: 'O Messenger of Allah M, even 
if that person offered Salat and fasted (Ramadan)?' Thereupon, the 
Prophet M said: "Even if that person offered Salat, fasted (Ramadan), and 
claimed to be a Muslim. So, call Muslims by their names which Allah M 
chose for them: Muslims, believers, and the servants of Allah M)". 138

[Sulaiman (Solomon)] said: "We shall see whether you speak the truth or 
you are (one) of the liars. 

"Go you with this letter of mine, and deliver it to them, then draw back

She said: "O chiefs! Verily! Here is delivered to me a noble letter, 

"Verily! It is from Sulaiman (Solomon), and verily! it (reads): In the Name 
of Allah, the Most Beneficent, the Most Merciful; 

"Be you not exalted against Me, but come to Me as Muslims (true believers 
who submit to Allah with full submission)'" 

She said: "O chiefs! Advise me in (this) case of mine. I decide no case till 
you are present with me. " 

They said: "We have great strength, and great ability for war, but it is for 
you to command; so think over what you will command." 
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She said: "Verily! Kings, when they enter a town (country), they despoil it, 
and make the most honourable amongst its people low. And thus they do. 

"But verily! I am going to send him a present, and see with what (answer) 
the messengers return. " 

So when (the messengers with the present) came to Sulaimdn (Solomon), 
He said: "Will you help me in wealth? What Allah has given me is better 
than that which He has given You! Nay, you rejoice in your gift! " 

[Then Sulaimdn (Solomon) said to the chief of her messengers who 
brought the present] : "Go back to them. We verily shall come to them with

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of which would not be seen, so much so that even if a bird were to pass 
their flanks, it would fall down dead before reaching the end of them. 
(There would be such a largescale massacre) that when counting would be 
done, (only) one out of a hundred men related to one another would be 
found alive.

Within the course of the book's text, there are certain Arabic abbreviations used 
to signify common phrases within the course of Islamic texts and discussions. The most 
commonly encountered phrase within Islamic discussion is the eulogy found after 
mention of the Prophet Muhammad's name - M- This transliterates as Sallallahu 'alaihi 
wa sallam meaning: Allah bless him and grant him salvation. 

Further phrases encountered within the course of this book are: 

4p - radiy Allahu 'anhum - May Allah be please with them 

A eulogy made after the mention of As-Sahaba - the Companions of the Prophet 
Muhammad •§. 

4« - radiy Allahu 'anhu - May Allah be please with him 

A eulogy made after the mention of the name of one of the male Companions of 
the Prophet Muhammad M- 

- radiy Allahu 'anha - May Allah be please with her 

A eulogy made after the mention of the name of one of the wives of the Prophet 
Muhammad M or of a respected and esteemed woman during the lifetime of the 
Prophet Muhammad t4- 

8K9 - 'alaihis-Salam - On him be Peace 

A eulogy made after the mention of the name of one of the Prophets, 
Messengers of Allah, and angels. 

Within the Arabic language, letters can also be classified as being either 'Sun 
letters' (Al Huruf ash-ShamsTya - %~XlS\ -lijjit), which assimilate with the T of the 

article 'Al', or 'Moon letters' (Al Huruf al Qamanya - %yM '^p^), the remainder of the 
letters, which do not assimilate with the '1' of the article 'Al'. 

The 'Sun letters' are: 
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O, O, i, J5, J, j, ^, ^j ,jP, J?, JS>, Js>, J, j. 

Within the course of this book, the '1' of the article 'Al' will not be maintained 
when the word begins with a sun letter. That is to say that when writing a word that 
begins with a 'Sun letter' preceded by the article 'Al', the '1' of the article, 'Al' will not 
be upheld. For example, rather than writing Al Huruf al Shamslya (as it appears when 
written) it will be written Al Huruf ash-ShamsIya as it sounds when spoken. A hyphen 
will also be placed between the two assimilated letters. This will be the case with all 
examples of 'Sun letters' except when it is as otherwise e.g., within part of the cited text 
of another author.

Narrated to us from c Affan who narrated from Abu Khalaf Musa bin 
Khalaf considered to be in Al Budala 3 who narrated from Yahya bin AM 
KathTr from Zaid bin Saldm from Jaddah Mamtur from Al Harith Al 
Ashfarl that the Prophet M said: "Allah M commanded Yahya bin 
ZakarTya 8& with five provisos in order for them to be practiced, and 
commanded the Ban! Isra D Tl to implement them. However, Yahya was 
delayed in conveying them. Then c Isa said to him, Indeed you were 
commanded with five provisos for you to practice and also you 
commanded the Ban! Israeli to implement them. Now you convey them or I 
will convey them'. Then he said, 'O my brother, indeed I fear that if you 
precede me I will undoubtedly be tortured or drowned'. (The Messenger 
of Allah M) said: "Then Yahya gathered together the Bam Isra'Tl at the 
Baitul Maqdis, until that masjid became full, and he sat at the place of the 
Imam, praised Allah and said, Allah M has commanded me to practice 
five provisos and for all of you to implement and practice them. The first is 
that you all worship Allah and do not ally (partner) Him with anything 
whatsoever. An example of that matter is as if a person who bought a slave 
from his wealth with an amount of money or from gold, but unfortunately 
that slave worked for another master, so who would feel at ease with such 
a situation ? Indeed Allah M has created all of you, bestowed blessings 
upon all of you, so worship Him and don't let it be that you associate any 
partners whatsoever with Him. I command all of you to perform salah. 
Indeed Allah JS presents His face towards the face of His slave as long as 
he does not turn away. If all of you perform salah, do not turn away. I 
command all of you to perform fasting, and an example of that is like a 
person who carries a bottle of perfume to a group of people all of whom 
sense its aroma. The smell of a person's breath who is fasting is more 
aromatic to Allah than the aroma of musk. I command you all to perform 
sadaqah. Indeed an example of that is of a person who is taken prisoner by 
the enemy, then both his hands are strapped to his neck and he is lain out 
before them to be killed. Then he endeavors to deal with them. 'How about 
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if I pay a ransom to you to be freed?' So he frees himself by means of 
something small or large until he frees himself. I command you all to 
perfrom dhikr (remembrance) in abundance towards Allah M. An example 
of that is in the way of a person whose enemy is quickly pursuing him and 
then he arrives at a sturdy fort, and the fortress becomes a place of safety. 
Indeed a slave will be more able to safeguard himself from Satan if he is 
in a state of performing dhikr towards Allah M". (Al Harith Al Ash c arT) 
said, 'Then the Messenger of Allah Msaid: "I command all of you with five 
matters that Allah has commanded to me: jama'ah, sam c i, ta c at, hijrah, 
and jihad fT sabilillah. Whomsoever leaves the jama'ah by so much as a 
yard, then he has relinquished the agreement of Islam from his neck until 
he returns. Whomsoever invites people to the evils ofjahilryah, then he is 
amongst the carrion of Hell". They asked, 'O Messenger of Allah M, even 
if he performs fast and salah?' he answered: "Even if he fasts and 
performs salah and considers himself to be a Muslim. Call the Muslims by 
means of the names of Allah M and call them Muslims, believers and 
servants ofAllahM".

You saw and 
accompanied the Messenger of Allah Jr?' He, Hudhaifah bin Al Yaman, 
answered, 'Yes, O my nephew (O son of my brother)'. He asked, 'What did 
you do?' He, Hudhaifah bin Al Yaman, answered, 'By Allah we strove'. 
The young man said, 'By Allah if we had met him (M) undoubtedly we 
would not leave him and assuredly we would place him above our necks'. 
Hudhaifah bin Al Yaman said, 'O my nephew, by Allah before we were 
together with the Messenger of Allah Mat Khandaq, and he (M) performed 
salat at night then turned in our direction and said, "Who wants to stand 
amongst them and then show us what those people are doing - the 
Messenger of Allah M requiring him to return - then Allah will enter him 
into Paradise ". Nobody whatsoever stood so the Messenger of Allah # 
later that night turned in our direction and said, "Who wants to stand 
amongst them and then show us what those people are doing - the 
Messenger of Allah M- for I have requested from Allah for my friend to be 
entered into Paradise ". Nobody whatsoever stood because they were really 
scared, hungry and cold. And because there was no-one who stood, 
eventually the Messenger of Allah M called me, but I did not want to but 
must stand at the time he (M) called me and then he said, "O Hudhaifah, 
go and enter into the midst of the group, and see what they are doing, and 
don 't do anything until you return to us ". I went and entered into the midst 
of them. At that time a wind and the army of Allah carried out their duties 
until not a single furnace, fire and building withstood it. Then Abu Sufyan 
bin Harb stood and said, 'O tribe of Quraish! Let each one of you look to 
the friend at your side '. Hudhaifah said, 'I grabbed hold of the hand of 
someone close to me, then I asked, 'Who are you?' The person answered, 
'So and so '. After that Abu Sufyan said, 'O tribe of Quraish! By Allah all 
of you here no longer have a place of refuge, the area has been destroyed, 
the Ban! Quraizah have left us with something we do not like from them, 
and we faced this wind as you have seen; by Allah no furnace remains any 
longer, and there is no fire to tend and there is not one building that we 
can hold to, and because of that all of you intend to go as I intend to go'. 
Then he went over to his tied up camel and then sat upon it. He hit his 
camel and then leapt over three people, and he did not release his hold 
except when he stood; by Allah if the Messenger of Allah # had not 
commanded me to do nothing whatsoever, I would have fronted him and I 
would surely have killed him with an arrow'. Hudhaifah bin Al Yaman then 
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said, 'Afterwards I returned to the Messenger of Allah # and he was 
standing within salat dressed in wooly fabrics belonging to one of his 
wives. When he saw me, he called for me to enter into his place of 
residence and then he took off the wooly clothing he was wearing, and 
afterwards he performed raka c a and sujud upon it. When he had 
performed sallam, I notified him of the news. The BanT Ghatafdn had heard 
abour what had happened to the Quraish, and eventually they returned to 
their hometown '.

Hilal from AbT Qutaibah from Usair bin Jabir who said, 'A red sandstorm 
erupted in the city of Kiifah. Afterwards, a man came shouting and 
repeating the same words, 'OfiAbdullah bin Masfiudl The hour has come'. 
He (fiUsayr) then said that he sat up after he was leaning (on his side) and 
said, 'The hour will not arrive until no inheritance will be divided and no 
war possessions will bring about satisfaction '. 'He pointed with his hands 
towards Ash-Sham saying, 'An enemy will gather its forces against the 
followers of Islam'. I said, 'Do you mean Ar-Riim?' He said 'Yes'. Then, 
during this war, fierce fighting will occur.
